She says interest is high in “physical

“Surprisingly, there is little interest in 
books on. swimming here,” she adds. . 

“Travel books do not move here like 
they. probably do in Birmingham,” she 
says. Solahenitzyn, nyet. Two third of our 
books are fiction.. That’s where our 
biggest turn-over.is.”’

People of all ages come into the library 
daily, she says. 

“We invite teachers to bring their 
classes to the library to teach kids how to 
use it,” she says. ‘‘It’s good for them and 
good for us. ° 

‘Fhe adult education program also is 
spurring-interest. So is the right to read 
program. We have adults who are just 
learning to-read coming in. Mothers 
come in with kids. I think we have a 
fantastic cross-section of people: using 
this library. It’s not a high-brow place.” 

Ms. Waldner says a great deal of a 
librarian’s time should be spent helping 
people find what they want. She says 
many don’t know how to look for books. 
And even those who do know, can often 
use help finding many things. :
